Eight new homes 
were built during the past year and many other building permits 
were issued for various construction. 


At last year's meeting, restoring the Veterans Hall was a major 
_issue. The work proposed has been completed. While the building 
was open, new wiring was installed, the moisture problem under a 
building was corrected and the snow belt was installed on the 
morth side. We would like to complete the wiring and start on 
the kitchen renovation and repair the damaged paint on the 
interior walls. 


As many already know, Robert VanBrocklin retired as Richmond's 
Fire Chief after many years of devoted service. We held 
interviews in April for a new Fire Chief and awarded the 
appointment to Frank D'Orio. We give him our support and best 
wishes on his new position. 


In May, we attended hearings at the Board of Land and Tax Appeals 
in Concord. This was truly a learning experience. 


Morgan Reserve Roads have been accepted for town maintenance. 
Upon final approval by the road agent, they were deeded over to 
the town. 


We have spent many hours dealing with our attorney on various 
issues this year. His collection of back timber taxes was very 
profitable. 


As the state ever so quickly changes our laws, we have been 
advised that we must reconstruct our Cemetery Committee into a 
Board of Trustees. You will see on your ballot three new 
elective postions. This board will be run similar to the Library 
Trustees. 


As requested last year, we have contacted Warwick Prison and the 
various other officials of Massachusetts about the facility in 
Warwick. Police Chief Bigda and a Selectman were guests of the 
Warwick Advisory Board at the Prison for supper and a meeting. 
Many questiolns were answered by the Board and Prison officials. 
Mary Schofield is the current Richmond representative to the 
Warwick Advisory Board.

In April of the year, Chief Robert Van Brocklin decided to give 
up the reins as Chief. Bob is Fire Warden and still a member of 
the department of our town. I am sure Bob will be answering alarms 
for many more years. In December, a testimonial dinner was given 
honoring Bob for his many years of dedicated service. 


During the year of 1984, the Fire Department answered 24 alarms. 
There were three reported structure fires, 5 chimney fires, 1 brush 
fire, 2 accidents, 7 miscellaneous, 5 station covers, and an air- 
plane crash. 


The Fire Company decided to buy 16 Monitors (a tone-activated moni- 
tor) to enable the men to respond more quickly to alarms. The Moni- 
tors were purchased from Company funds at an expense of $4,800. 


We are in the process of instituting a program for maintenance and 
repair of Town fire ponds because the number of new homes in the 


Town of Richmond is increasing yearly. 


The Department has been looking for a replacement for our tanker, 
but as of now we have been unable to locate one. 


I, personally, would like to express my thanks and gratitude to 
all those who aided in searching for the plane that crashed in Town 
on August 13, 1984. 

I would like to thank Swanzey, Fitzwilliam, Winchester and Meadow- 
wood for their response during the year.

RESCUE SQUAD 


The Richmond Fire Department Rescue Squad was founded in 1979, with 
thirteen charter members. In the ensuing five years, we have grown 
in many ways. 


We were able to buy a van to carry our rescue equipment. We've 
put in many hours of training and attended many classes. We've. 
purchased much needed equipment. 


Two of our members are certified instructors in C.P.R. and Advanced 
First Aid. Two are certified in the use of our M.A.S.T. trousers 
and E.0.A. All this makes us better qualified to serve our town. 


We purchased a portable radio, bag masks, blankets, a stethoscope, 
rope and some hand tools; we also repaired our van and had fees 
for training. This was at a cost to the Squad of approximately 
$1,419. We were able to do this by supplementing what we receive 
from the Town Budget with several fund raisers, and the generous 
support and donations from many residents. 


During the year we answered twenty calls. We handled everything 
from auto accidents, heart attacks, fractures, skill saw accidents, 
appendicitis, airplane crash, bee stings, plus standby at fires. 


We received a commendation from the Cheshire Hospital Emergency 
Room for our handling of the victim of a head-on collision on Route 
bey 

We hope to keep growing and learning. We could use some new mem— 
bers. There will be regular C.P.R. classes and also a refresher 
in C.P.R. in the spring for the general public. Anyone interested 
in joining us or taking these courses, please contact our training 
officer, Christine Taylor, 239-4005.

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SIGNS ORDINANCE 

The displaying of exterior signs within the Town of 
Richmond, New Hampshire shall be limited to the following: 

(a) Town, State and Federal highway directional and regulatory 
signs. 

(b) Signs designating areas of historic significance. 

(c) Signs relating to the sale or lease of premises. 

(d) Signs relating to tne profession or home occupation of 
occupant. 

(e) Signs indicating the sale of goods or products sold on the 
premises. 

(f) Property restriction signs. 

(g) Identification and directional signs for residences, businesses 
and public buildings. 

(h) Street, road and highway identification signs. 

(i) Political signs during campaigns on private property only and 
only with the wntten consent of the owner, which shall be filed 
with the Board of Selectmen prior to the displaying of such signs 
by the party securing the written permission and said signs shall 
be removed not later than two weeks after the pertinent election 
or voting day by the party securing the written permission. 

Gj) Signs not falling within any of the provisions of (a) through (i) 
shall be prohibited and in violation of this ordinance. 

(k) In no case shall any sign or group of signs exceed twenty-five 
square feet in area. 

Anyone found in violation of this ordinance shall be fined 
$10.00 and costs for each offense for each day in violation 
thereof and shall be he!d responsible for the removal of such 
sign(s) in violation and such removal shall be at the expense of 
the violator. 
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HERBICIDES & PESTICIDES ORDINANCE 
No herbicide or pesticide shall be used in the Town of 
Richmond along public rights of ways, easements and water 
courses, except as may be approved by the Richmond Conserva- 


tion Commission. 


DOG RESTRAINING ORDINANCE 
“Any dog or dogs within the limits of the Town of Richmond 
shall be muzzled or restrained from running at large during the 
months of January, February, March and April in each year and 
the Selectmen may issue their warrant to one or more of the 
Police Officers or Constables of the Town to kill all dogs found 
unmuzzled or running at large contrary to this ordinance.” 


SNOWMOBILE ORDINANCE 

It shall be illegal for any person to operate a snowmobile on 
the property of another without the written consent of the 
property owner. Nor shall any snowmobile be operated within 
the Town Limits between the hours of ten o’clock in the evening 
and seven o’clock in the moming. Any person violating this 
ordinance shall be subject to a fine of ten dollars ($10.00) and 
costs per offense. 


DRIVEWAYS AND OTHER ACCESSES TO TOWN ROADS 

Under the provisions of RSA 249:17 it shall be unlawful to 
construct, or alter in any way that substantially affects the size or 
grade of any driveway, entrance, exit or approach within the 
limits of the right of way of any Richmond Town Road that does 
not conform to the terms and specifications of a written permit 
which must be obtained from, filed with, and approved by the 
Richmond Planning Board before any construction or alteration 
work is commenced.
